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Lottery Scandal Shocking 
To Ulster Representatives

KINGSTON 


Ulster County's representatives in state 


government are in solid agreement in the 
wake of revelations about the state lottery: 
something's got to be done and quickly. 


It was revealed that the Lottery has been 


including unsold tickets in drawings with the 
result that some $4.2 million in "winning" 
tickets were never sold. 


The money allegedly returned to the state 


treasury, another point of contention since 
the Lottery was set up originally as an aid 
to education. 


The people who were responsible for that 


should be either fired or jailed," declared 
Assemblyman Maurice D. Hinchey (D- 
101st). 


Assemblyman 
Emeel 
Betros 
(R-99th) 


called for a "thorough official investigation" 
by Gov. Carey. He said he was shocked by 
the recent revelations and demanded a "full 
explanation of the true facts." 


"It's horrible," said State Senator Richard 


E. Schermerhorn (R-40th Dist.). "That's 
just like stealing from the people who partic- 
ipated. It looks like a swindle." 


State, Senator Edwyn E. Mason (R-48th) 


was unavailable for comment. 


Schermerhorn said he had no idea how 


long the practice of including unsold tickets 
in the drawings had been going on but 
indicated it's been around for some time. "I 
understand they used to do it before Carey 
got in office but they used to keep drawing 
until they got a winner from one of the 


tickets sold. This other thing apparently 
began with the Carey people." 


Hinchey said that the Lottery had never 


lived up to the promise of its advocates as 
a revenue source. "The money has been 
deposited in the general fund ever since its 
inception (about ten years ago) breaking 
faith with the people who thought the 
Lottery would go exclusively to the aid of 
education," he said. 


Asked how that could happen, Hinchey 


said, "It looks like they pulled another one 
of those sneakies on us. There was no 
stipulation in the law that said it had to go 
precisely for education." Hinchey said ef- 
forts to specifically earmark Lottery profits 
for education have been defeated by the 
legislature ever since. 


Betros termed the latest revelations about 


the Lottery "a shocking abuse of the public 
trust." He also called for the governor to 
"summarily 
discharge all those 
respon- 


sible." 


Stating that the legislature was prepared 


to enact the necessary legislation in order to 
correct abuses, Betros said, "This situation 
is disgraceful." He insisted that action be 
taken immediately. 


"The people are outraged about it and I 


don't blame them," Hinchey said. "You 
expect that the thing would be run fairly. It's 
just unfair. It's crooked, that's what it is. If 
it was done by anyone outside of government 
they'd be put in jail." 


Runaway, 15, Admits 
To Murders, Robberies

TOWN OF ULSTER 


A 15-year-old runaway from 


a Rochester-area training 
school 
picked up Monday 


night by Hurley State Police in 
the Town of Ulster has con- 
fessed to participating in two 
murders and numerous armed 
robberies in western United 
States during September, ac- 
cording to authorities. 


According to state police, 


the juvenile, who is from the 
Kingston area, has admitted 
to participating in murders in 
Utah and Nevada last month 
and in several armed robberies 
in Nevada, police said. 


The 15-year-old was caught 


by Troopers Gary Van Allen 
and Terry Lane at about 7 


p.m. Monday night as he was 
walking along a roadway in the 
Town of Ulster. 


He was taken to State Police 


Zone Headquarters in Hurley 
where he was interviewed by 
Senior BCI Investigator 
Michael Lisman and In- 
vestigators Wayne Beyea and 
Robert Stabile concerning his 
activities since his escape. 


Investigators said the juve- 


nile escaped from the State 
Agricultural and 
Industrial 


Training School at Rochester 
on August 19. It was not im- 
mediately known why the 
youth had been sent to the 
training school. According to 
reports from the 
Rochester 


area, escapes from the un- 
fenced training school are fre- 
quent. 


Investigators said that dur- 


ing their interview with the 15- 
year-old he admitted to partic- 
ipating in the murder of a 
hitchhiker in the area of Cedar 
City, Utah on September 14 
with an unidentified friend. 


He also admitted to the 


murder of an unidentified 
motel manager in Las Vegas, 
authorities said. 


The youth was scheduled to 


be arraigned in family court in 
Kingston today. According to 
District Attorney Francis J. 
Vogt, it was expected that the 
juvenile would be held at pre- 
sent on the escape charges and 
would be turned over to the 
Division of Youth pending the 
.outcome of the investigation of 
his story.

$724 Million Budget-Cutting Plan for NY 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


state board which oversees 
New York City's finances has 
given last-minute approval to 
a plan to reduce city expenses 
by S724 million over three 
years by eliminating city jobs 
and programs and freezing 
wages. 


Mayor Abraham Beame had 


been required to submit the 
budget-balancing program to 
the Emergency Financial Con- 
trol Board. The board's ap- 
proval Mcnday night — two 
hours before a midnight dead- 
line — cleared the way for 
allocation of S2.3 billion in 
state funds designed to stave 
off city default through No- 
vember 


Beame went to Washington 


to plead for federal aid and 
was given a mixed reception 
Monday. Rep. Thomas Rees, 
D-Calif, said after a House 
banking subcommittee fin- 
ished with the mayor, "I 
thought 
we had 
a 
50-50 


chance, but now I think maybe 
it's one chance in three." 


Rep. Carroll Hubbard Jr., 


D-Ky., suggested New York 
City sell Shea Stadium to raise 
cash. 


The Beame proposal would 


slash S200 million from the 
present fiscal year budget and 
S262 million in each of the next 
two years. 


In addition to the cuts in the 


expense budget, the 
fiscal 


blueprint mandates a S390 
million reduction over three 
years in the city's capital 
budget — which covers con- 
struction projects —bringing it 
down to S3.6 billion. 


Kenneth Axelson, deputy 


mayor for finance, said "the 
thrust of the cuts would be 
made through accelerated at- 
trition of jobs in the city" and 
the rest through program re- 
ductions and layoffs. 


He declined to specify the 


number of layoffs that would 
be necessary, but said it pro- 
bably would be "a number of 
thousands" with an announce- 
ment made "probably by the 
end of the month." 


Sources esiimated last week 


as many 8,000 persons might 
be laid off in the present fiscal 
year. 


There were indications Mon- 


day New York City might also 
receive federal help to avert 
default. The New York Time.s 
reported President Ford 
"would reluctantly sign legis- 
lation to ease New York's fis- 
cal crisis," despite his earlier 
stated opposition to federal 
intervention.

Women's Welfare 


Is Key Question 


Of Proposed ERA 


(Last of a series)

KINGSTON 


In probably no other area do women receive a greater 


degree of protection and preferential treatment than in the 
statutes of Family Court. Passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA) in November could provoke some 
significant changes. 


The men and women who have lined up in opposition to 


the proposed amendment seem less concerned with the 
obvious cosmetic changes that would result, than with the 
possible impact ERA might have on the traditional sanctity 
of the home, family and male-female relationships. 


Many of the provisions of the New York State Family 


Court law are based on the presumption that it is the man's 
responsibility and obligation to support his wife and family. 
The tentacles of that very basic premise extend deeply into 
the state's social welfare system. 


• In paternity cases, a father may be required to pay the 


expenses of the mother's confinement and recovery during 
pregnancy. 


» A mother's legal expenses may be assumed by the cou;t 


in paternity proceedings. 


• Neglect proceedings may involve female children under 


18, but apply only to males under 16, 


• Alimony is now available to women generally, but only 


to men if they are in danger of becoming a public charge. 


• A woman may now sue her husband for legal separation 


on the grounds that he has failed to provide for her. A man 
cannot file for separation on those grounds. 


It is possible that approval of ERA could force changes 


in these and other laws, changes that would more evenly 
distribute the responsibilities and obligations of men and 
women Opponents warn, however, that the results could be 
devastating 


If ERA is passed, for instance, neither spouse could be 


held liable for family support on the basis of sex alone 
Opponents fear that a judge, instead of imposing support 
payments on the husband, could require a divorced mother 
to seek employment to help support herself and her children 
If that happens, they point out that children would be 
denied the day-by-day maternal guidance, that is so crucial 
during the formative years. 


It is that threatened disruption of traditional family roles 


that ERA opponents fear most. Whatever preferential 
treatments women may currently enjoy, they claim, weren't 
gratuitously granted to promote pleasure and comfort, 
instead, they have their roots in an inherent human premise 
that it is man's responsibility to support his wile and family 
That philosophy, they insist, transcends legal considerations 
and involves moral and religious questions that should not 
be influenced by judicial or legislative decree 


Responding to that argument, ERA advocate- point out 


that the courts have traditionally honored the sanctity oi 
home and family; where the family ha- prospered, the courts 
have refused to interfere. There is nothing in the promised 
amendment, they claim, that indicate- <i thre.it to the 
family's security

in the event of 


divorce or separation—they empha-i/t1 that the amendment 
would still leave judges with discretionarv power child

Ronan Exercised 
'Poor Judgement' 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - Dr. William Ronan, chairman of 


the New York-New Jersey Port Authority, exercised poor 
judgement when he failed to disclose $625,000 in gifts from Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller, according to a legislative 
committee. 


"Dr. Ronan did not use good judgment in failing to fully 


disclose these loans at the time of his appointment as 
chairman," the Joint Transportation and Communications 
Committee of the state legislature said in its final report 
Monday. 


The committee, which initiated the study to determine 


Ronan's impartiality as chairman of the bi-state agency in view 
of his service as a Rockefeller senior aide, also criticized the 
Port Authority commissioners. 


The committee, however, recommended against taking any 


punitive actions against the chairman. 


The loans, later converted to gifts by Rockefeller, were first 


disclosed during congressional confirmation hearings after 
President Ford nominated the former New York governor to be 
vice president. 


"(Ronan) must assume the greater blame for the public 


suspicion which enventual disclosure aroused," the report said. 
"The loans played an important contemporary role at the time 
of his appointment. The public concern was forseeable."

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'Would Keep Mkhine On' 


Physician Tells Court 


MORRISTOWN, N.J. (UPI) - Joseph and 


Julia Quinlan are trying to convince a court 
their daughter's vegetable-like existence should 
be ended — by disconnecting the machine that 
keeps her alive. But one doctor says it would 
violate "medical tradition." 


New Jersey 
Attorney 
General William 


Hyland said the family's plan would be 
homicide. 


The Quinlans were scheduled to testify in 


Superior Court that 21-year-old Karen Ann, 
their adopted daughter, has ended the "earthly 
phase" of life and should be removed from a 
respirator. 


They want it so she can attain a "better life."" 
Mr. and Mrs. Quinlan and their daughter, 


Mary Ellen, 19, sat expressionless Monday as 
one of Karen's doctors explained his refusal to 
comply with the family's wish. 


"I have disconnected the respirators on sever- 


al patients but they were considered brain 
dead," said Dr. Robert Morse, the state's 
leadoff witness. 


"While there is little likelihood that Karen 


will regain a cognitive existence, it would break 
medical tradition to remove her from the 
machine." 


Morse testified Miss Quinlan blinks, 


grimaces and responds to clapping sounds. But 
in the six months he has treated her, he said, 
she has not given any indication of recognizing 
him, he said. 


"No doctor ever likes to arrive at the position 


where someone's condition is definitely ir- 
reversible," he told the court. "She's awake, she 
falls asleep, but she is in a coma and is totally 
unaware that we are there." 


Morse said the Quinlans approached him in 


July to discuss ending Karen'? "extraordinary" 
treatment. 


Miss Quinlan fell into a coma April 14 after 


apparently taking a combination of alcohol and 
drugs. Doctors have been unable to determine 
the exact cause of the coma. "She is in a 
chronic, persistent vegetative state," Morse 
said. 


Under questioning by several attorneys who 


oppose the family's request, Morse said Miss 
Quinlan's condition could improve, although it 
would reach only a stable level. 


"Except for an act of God, I don't think she 


could live a functional, cognitive life. 


"I told the Quinlans that I empathized with 


them but I could not break medical tradition," 
Morse said. 


"We are told by attending doctors and others 


that Karen is alive," Hyland said. "The state 
is committed to the preservation of life. The 
protection of human life is the government's 
primary position." 


Doctors said Karen's weight has dropped 


from 120 pounds to about 60 pounds, while her 
$450 daily medical bill has surpassed $100,000.

"It was an impossible acci- 


dent — until today," subway 
spokesman Francisco Galvez 
Betancourt 
said almost 


tearfully. 


Witnesses 
said 
somebody 


pulled the emergency handle 
to stop the nine-car, rubber- 
wheeled train at the above- 
ground Viaducto station, four 


stops from downtown Zocalo 
Square. 


A second train speeding over 


the tracks behind, swept down 
a slope and ploughed into the 
back of the first train, crushing 
many of the victims to death. 


One witness said two of the 


cars reared up to form a "V" 
before flying apart and ripping 
open 
the 
brightly 
colored 


station's roof. 


The subway spokesman said 


the safeguards in the $400 mil- 


lion, French-built system 
should 
have 
switched off 


power and brought all trains to 
a halt at the first sign of 
trouble. 


"Even if a driver wanted to 


exceed the limit, he couldn't," 
he said "It was the safest 
system in the world — until 
today."

Important work is being done by the Con- 


gressional Small Business Subcommittee as they 
extend their inquiries into the monopolistic prac- 
tices of the major oil concerns. A recent meeting of 
the committee, held in Poughkeepsie at the request 
of Congressman Hamilton Fish Jr. and also at- 
tended by Congressman Benjamin Gilman, pro- 
duced strong suspicions that the major petroleum 


. suppliers were guilty of coercion and economic 


pressure in order to drive the small, independent 
gas station operator out of business. 


Many charges aired at the meeting, some by 


reluctant witnesses who feared reprisal, if proved 
true warrant action by the Congress. The most 
damaging of these is that the oil companies were 
setting up competing stations to the independents 
and then cutting prices to force the small busi- 
nessman to close his doors; demanding that inde- 
pendent dealers lower their prices while company 
prices remain high, and using other means of subtle 
persuasion to squeeze the small guy out. 


These charges are serious, and if true, represent 


an attempt at a monopolistic suffocation of free 
enterprise, but what is even as shocking was the 
non-appearance of potential witnesses and the 
obvious reluctance of some who showed to provide 
details. Fish has warned the oil industry that the 
subcommittee would call in company executives if 
proof of intimidation is found. Hopefully this 
warning will suffice. 


Regarding proposed legislation that would force 


the oil giants to divest themselves of their service 
station outlets, Gilman was quoted as saying he felt 
such federal action was necessary. The Freeman 
agrees with this position. As things now stand, the 
major oil companies run the whole operation, from 
extracting petroleum from the ground to refining it, 
to marketing it. The link between the current high 
prices for petroleum and this monopolistic control 
is too obvious to be ignored.

Minish has also targeted three other technical loopholes. One 


allowed the big defense producers to escape renegotiation on 
"1 5 billion of sales" in 1970 alone, according to the memo. 


Another loophole was designed to aid the oil, timber, mineral 


and other big resource industries by exempting certain of their 
raw material sales from scrutiny by the board. 


The most outrageous loophole, however, is one which permits 


defense contractors to pocket $80,000 in excess profits even it 
they are caught by the board. The profit-taking ceding was 
$40,000 until after 1972, and the General Accounting Office has 
estimated that $1.6 million would have been lost to the 
taxpayers had the $80,000 regulation been in effect that.year 


Republicans in the House have tried to retain the $80,000 


loophole. Indeed, the Ford Administration has been strangely 
silent on the bill, despite the fact it would save the government 
billions. 
One Board member estimated that merely adding 95 new 


staffers would mean a retrieval of $8 million for the government 
in 1977 alone. But the President's budget office has refused to 
assign any more auditors to the Board.

SEXIST SECURITY: Sexual discrimination is so ingrained 


in the U.S. that 2.3 million or 18.3 percent of all women over 
65 are living their "golden years" in poverty. 


According to an internal report prepared for the Senate Aging 


Committee, the average retired woman worker must subsist on 
Social Security payments of $180 a month. Men average $225. 


As a result, almost twice as many women as men live in 


poverty after retirement. Says the Senate study: 


"The differential reflects an economy in which women 


workers are disproportionately found in low-pay and part-time 
cccupations, even when they are the mainstay of family 
support..." 


To improve the Social Security system for women, the 


committee report urges a dozen changes, including one to allow 
disabled widows and surviving divorced wives to collect 
payments regardless of age. 


Another change would give higher benefits to families in 


which both the husband and wife worked. In some cases, now, 
a family with a non-working wife gets larger payments than the 
working couple, even though both had identical earnings. 


The study also recommends extending payments to close 


dependent relatives living in the house of a worker who dies, 
retires or is disabled. 


The Aging Committee, chaired by Sen. Frank Church, D- 


Idaho, will hold hearings on the proposals later this week. 


On the Right 


Sevareid's Distorted Catechism 


By William F. Buckley 


The other night, listening to 


Eric Sevareid's commentary 
on the news, I found myself 
being instructed on "the true 
catechism" of the right wing. 


Here is what I heard him 


say: "Mr. Ford is daily reciting 
the true catechism of the right 
wing, i.e., disorder is worse 
than injustice; waste in social 
programs is worse than waste 
in the military; government 
regulations that bother busi- 
ness are awful, government 


regulations that aid and abet 
business are all right; quick 
production has priority over 
saving the environment; infla- 
tion is worse than unemploy- 
ment; street crime must be 
suppressed; white-collar crime 
will cure itself, or something; 
the free market place is sacred 
but so is the power of great 
corporations to freeze it by 
administered prices." 


For some reason, my mind 


travelled to an essay I had read 
a few years ago by Anthony 
Burgess, published when he 
was teaching literature at City 
College in New York. Professor 
Burgess passed along a 
student's analysis of Macbeth 
— so to speak, a student recit- 
ing the true catechism of Mac- 
beth. It went: 


"Lady Mackbet says she had 


a kid not in so many words but 
she says she remembers what 


it was like when she had a kid 
so I recon she was a mother 
some time and the kid must 
have died but we dont hear no 
more about it which is really 
careless of Shakesper because 
the real reason why Mcbeth 
and his wife are kind of restless 
and ambitious is because they 
did not have a baby that lived 
and perhaps this is all they 
really want and S. says notin 
about it." 


As between the two, I find 


the analysis of Macbeth in- 
finitely more revealing. The 
difference, of course, is that 
Professor Burgess' student 
isn't invited on the 
CBS 


network to teach fifty million 
people the true meaning of 
Macbeth. 


Consider the first of 


Sevareid's phony disjunctions. 
Conservatives, he says, believe 
that "disorder is worse than 


injustice." That is like saying 
that women are better than 
streetcars. What is the relation 
between disorder and justice? 
It is a narrow relation: you 
cannot have justice and dis- 
order — that is to say, they are 
incompatible. To say that, is 
not to prefer order to justice, 
anymore than to say that 
women ride on streetcars is to 
say that women are to be 
preferred to streetcars. 


Conservatives, he says, "be- 


lieve that waste in social pro- 
grams is worse than waste in 
the military." What does that 
mean? What Sevareid is trying 
to say is that conservatives are 
more indulgent about waste in 
the military than about waste 
in social programs. 


That's true: conservatives 


feel that if we finish off the 
century with one more aircraft 


carrier than we really needed, 
we will have erred on the side 
of safety. But conservatives 
feel that if we keep on multi- 
plying social programs at the 
going rate, we will kill off the 
American ethos. That may be 
arguable, but it is not com- 
pressible in the Sevareidian 
manner. Waste is waste. The 
problem is defining waste. 
Conservatives are impartially 
opposed to waste, even to the 
kind of wasted time generated 
by listening to Mr. Sevareid 
maul orderly thought. 


He tells us that con- 


servatives believe "govern- 
ment regulations that bother 
business are awful but govern- 
ment regulations that aid 
business are all right." He is 
all wrong. I don't know a single 
American conservative op- 
posed to anti-monoply laws. 
Unfortunately, I know a lot of 
American liberals opposed to 


anti-monopoly laws for labor 
unions. I know an American 
conservative who fought AF- 
TRA, and I know an American 
liberal who weeps about AF- 
TRA but doesn't fight it. And 
so on.

Feuer. "Who has ever heard 
the analysts of one network 
take issue with those of anoth- 
er? In politics it is taken for 
granted that the background 
of every politician will be 
scrutinized. The reality is that 
one class in American society, 
the newsmen, like the medi- 
eval church, still enjoys an 
immunity despite the fact that 
it is of all the political elites, 
the most continous. Legisla- 
tors, presidents and cabinet 
secretaries come and go, but 
Eric Sevareid is always there, 
emitting exordia, pronounce- 
ments, and sermonettes."

Low-Cost Energy Programs Remain Neglected 


WASHINGTON-Why is it

Good reasons exist to buy 


Russian oil but they have 
nothing to do with energy in- 
dependence. The more oil sup- 
plies, the more competition 
and the lower the prices, or so 
we can hope. A wheat-for-oil 
deal lasting over an extended 
period of time may take some 
of the upsy-downsiness out of 
our agricultural prices, and 
might lead to the kind of inter 
dependence which discourages 
embargoes 
and encourages 


friendly relations. 


But if all these benefits flow 


from buying oil from our most- 
dreaded enemy, aren't they 
also to be obtained by 
purchases from the non-Com- 
munist Arabs, Nigerians, etc? 
Then what is the nature of this 
fiendish and urgent crisis our 


public men tell us must be 
resolved immediately9 


On this and many other con- 


tradictions having to do with 
energy, the Father-of-the-Year 
is mostly silent. Raise the 
price of oil, he insists, to en- 
courage domestic production, 
but no promises are made as to 
how much more production 
we'll get for every dollar the 
price of a barrel of crude goes 
up. Conceivably, we could 
double the price for a 5 percent 
production increase that'll pe- 
ter out and drop back below 
current levels in a few years. 
That may make some people 
in the oil industry rich, but it 
isn't going to make the rest of 
us happy. 


Another part of the Family 


Man's energy program, if you 
can call his inchoate bundle of 
notions a program, is billons 
for research and development, 
especially for atomic energy. 
Here we can see the difference 
between a modern con- 
servative and a modern liber- 
al. A liberal believes money 
will cure any social problem; a 


conservative believes money 
will cure any economic one, 
and Mr. Ford has some terrible 
economic problems connected 
with atomic energy. 


The first is that if we build 


many more atomic power 
plants we may not have the 
fuel to run them. Uranium is 
in such short supply that 
Westinghouse Electric has 
been forced to restrict de- 
liveries to its customers, the 
utility companies. So much for 
the advertising that told us the 
atom represents an assured, 
cheap, infinite source of 
energy. 


It does in theory and it 


might in practice, if somebody 
ran find a few more uranium 
deposits such as those which 
were discovered in New Mexi- 
co in the early '50s. But you 
can say the same of oil. If they 
can find about 30 billion bar- 
rels of it underneath South 
Philadelphia, we could keep 
our wheat and tell the Rus- 
sians to go dance the kazatsky. 
There is also foreign uranium, 
but only a man with the tal- 


ents of Mr. Zarb, our energy 
czar, can explain why it might 
be desirable to be dependent 
on foreign uranium but not 
foreign oil. 


Another hope is generation 


of electricity with the breeder 
reactor which, again theo- 
retically, recycles its own fuel 
thereby obviating the need of 
buying anybody's uranium. 
Good idea, but the only com- 
mercial one ever built was the 
notorius Enrico Fermi plant 
outside of Detroit. It had an 
$80 million cost overrun and 
has yet to generate enough 
electricity to run a flashlight. 
Aside from the fact that some 
people consider breeder reac- 
tors .as dangerous as atomic 
time bombs, after 20 years of 
R&D and more money than 
you can count spent on them, 
even the optimists aren't "pre- 
dicting they'll be on line before 
the early 1990s. 


Maybe if the Democrats 


spend enough money on social 
workers, 
they'll wipe out 


crime, and, maybe, if Mr. Ford 
spends enough on engineers 


he'll get himself a breeder re- 
actor that will at least gener- 
ate enough juice to turn on the 
light in the hall closet. But in 
the meantime a prudent na- 
tion should have something 
else going for it. We don't have 
much. 


The Federal Energy Re- 


search and Development Ad- 
ministration is still headed in 
the direction of high-cost, 
highly centralized, 
iffy 


technologies of the breeder re- 
actor variety. Wilson Clark, 
the director of the Environ- 
mental Policy Institute and a 
gifted analyst of the the meld 
of economics and technology 
in this area, observes that the 
traditional reluctance to sup- 
port low-cost, modest pro- 
grams, especially in solar 
e n e r g y , persists. The 
government's policy seems to 
be that unless a solar energy 
device can entirely replace 
other power sources, it isn't 
worth fooling with. Moreover, 
Clark reports that, as so often 
happens with government re- 


search, the administrators are 
sunk into financing work that 
has already been done. "Rein- 
venting a gold-plated wheel," 
is what he calls it. 


Clark's approach is bizzazz- 


deficient. Nothing for an elec- 
tive official to boast of in front 
of the voters. A President 
wants to say to us that his $100 
billion crash program has 
smashed us into a new epoch. 
He envisions that scene in 
which he is led to the miracle 
machine's switch by the chair- 
man of the board of Universal 
Neutron, the ultimate energy 
conglomerate. There they 
throw the switch, once again 
demonstrating how partner- 
ship between business and 
government works to the ad- 
vantage of all. 


That's a heck of a lot better 


than coming on the tube and 
saying, "Hi, Fellow Ameri- 
cans, I want to announce we've 
just perfected a new gener- 
ation of superior windmills. 
It's not energy independence, 
folks, but if we run out of 
uranium, it's going to help."

President Ford's proposal to 
change the food stamp pro- 
gram contains elements of two 
contrasting bills already in- 
troduced on the subject.

James Buckley, 
CR-N.Y., the Ford program 
would tie a family's eligibility 
to the official poverty level of 
$5,050 for a family of four, thus

announced Monday, also in- 
cludes elements of the more 
liberal bill sponsored by Sens. 
George McGovern, D-S.D., 
and Robert Dole, R-Kan., in 
that both would eliminate 
many of the loopholes that 
have allowed non-needy peo- 
ple to get stamps. 


Under the Ford plan, a fami- 


ly of four could have an annual 
income of up to $6,250 — 
$5,050 plus up to $100 a month 
—• and would be eligible for 
food stamps. 


If the family includes one 


member over 60 years old, the 
ceiling would rise to $6,550 — 
$5,050 plus up to $125 per 
month. 


After deducting the $100 a 


month, families would be re- 
quired to pay 30 percent of 
their monthlv income for the 


s t a m p s . This f o r m u l a 
eliminates a complex variety 
of deductions that have led to 
loopholes which have been cos- 
tly to the U.S. Treasury. 


The Buckley plan, however, 


would allow no deductions 
from gross income, a feature 
Dole said makes it a "sort of 
starvation program."

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Hinchey Presents Rate Proposal 


KINGSTON 


Assemblyman Maurice D. 


Hinchey (D-lOlst Dial.) says 
he's got a way for the Public 
Service Commission to correct 
its "unnecessarily 
complex, 


chaotic and confused" rate 
structure in Ulster County 


Set up Ulster County as a 


toll-free area for any phone 
calls originating in the county 
and confined therein, he says. 


Testifying before the PSC 


last week Hinchey said, "The 
New York Telephone Com- 
pany ought to be charged with 
determining a fair and mod- 
erate base rate for letting any 
Ulster telephone user call any 
other Ulster user as part of the 


local monthly rate." 


Hinchey suggests a max- 


imum rate of $11.52 per month 
which would allow any resi- 
dent of Ulster County to call 
any other resident of the coun- 
ty without any long distance 
charges. 


In a six-page statement filed 


with the PSC, Hinchey 
charged, essentially, that the 
telephone company dis- 
criminates against its rural 
users. 


Hinchey, in stating that the 


current rate structure in Ulster 
County is not only dis- 
criminatory but "irrational" 
went into some detail on that 
rate structure in an attempt to 
establish his point for a single 


'rate throughout Ulster Coun- 
ty. 


He noted the various group- 


ings for charges'set up by the 
phone company ranging from 
"group one" which has from 
one to 1,400 stations and costs 
'an individual residence $6.15 a 
month based on 1973 tariff 
rates to "group ten" which has 
between half a million and 
700,000 connections Hinchey 
testifies that the cost of mov- 
ing from group one to group 
three, thereby having an addi- 
tional 8,600 connections, is 76 
cents while the cost of moving 
from group five to group eight 
is $3.06 to call up an addi- 
tional 298,600 phones. He sees

"sliding scale" based on 
mileage from the center of the 
exchange that he said was ar- 
bitrary and often unfair. He 
said the base rate in Phoenicia 


can range from $6.15 to $11.54 
while in Shokan and Woods- 
tock it can range from $7.69 to 
as high as $13.08. "Incidental- 
ly, the only way to avoid this 
horrendous fluctuation is to 
subscribe to an eight-part line. 
Obviously there is no logic in 
setting a center at any given 
point within these towns. The 
net result is an arbitrary, set- 
ting with substantial increased 
costs to all those not at the 
center," Hinchey said. 


Hinchey went on to say that 


the discrimination against ru- 
ral areas is exemplified by 
rates in Kingston where for a 
base rate 
of $9.49 
King- 


stonians can call almost any- 
where in Ulster County while 
for $1.80 less, Olive, Shan- 
daken and Woodstock are lim- 
ited to Kingston calls and 
Shokan exchanges. He noted 
further that Phoenicia is the 
only community in 
Ulster 


County unable to call outside 
its exchanges. 


Hinchey sees Ulster County 


as a community of mutual 
interests and not a series of 
(isolated) towns, villages and 
hamlets 


"It seems clear to anyone

"The forecast for a Monday game wasn't all that 
bad either, but the condition of the field just wasn't suitable, 
we felt, for game conditions. 


"Although we felt the field could be playable for a Tuesday 


afternoon game, it most surely will be playable by Tuesday 
night." 


In addition to the steady rains pelting this city for three 


straight days, the bone chilling dampness that accompanied 
them took its toll on many of the Red Sox from owner Tom 
Yawkey right on down. 


Yawkey, Manager Darrell Johnson, outfielder Dwight Evans, 


first baseman Carl Yastrzemskj, reliever Rogelio Moret, sixth 
game starter Luis Tiant and third base coach Don Zimmer have 
all been battling severe chest colds all week. 


"I've been sick, Looie's been sick and there's quite a few 


others," confirmed Evans, one of the Red Sox hitting stars 
(.353) thus far in the series. "But I've played sick before and 
so have the other guys. Besides in this business you can't very 
well call in sick." 


Despite the latest postponement both managers—Johnson 


and Sparky Anderson of the Reds—seemed at last to have 
finalized their pitching plans. 


Tiant, winner of two games already, will still be the Boston 


starter tonight in this "must" game for the Red Sox, who trail 
in games 3-2. Anderson, meanwhile, will stick with his choice 
on Monday, Gary Nolan, with Jack Billingham ready in the 
bullpen for long relief. The Nolan-Billingham combo also 
permits Anderson to hold back his ace, lefty Don Gullett, in 
the event of a seventh and deciding game. 


If the Red Sox do extend the series to seven grimes, Johnson

Seven ABA Teams Seek NBA Entry 


• NEW YORK (UPI) — The American Basketball Associa- 
tion has decided the Denver Nuggets and New York Nets 
weren't that far off base when they petitioned for admit- 
tance into the NBA last month. 


Rather than face the possibility of losing the two cor- 


nerstones of the league, the ABA, less the Baltimore Claws, 
Monday filed a mass petition for membership into the NBA 
for the 1976-77 season. 


In a telegram sent to NBA Commissioner Lawrence F. 


O'Brien, Kentucky, St. Louis, Virginia, San Antonio, 
Indiana, Utah and San Diego requested membership to add 
to the earlier request of the Nets and Denver. 


"I am immediately referring this to the league counsel," 


O'Brien «aid. "I will have no further comment to make until 
I hear from counsel." 


The ABA also dissolved its Baltimore franchise Monday 


and said a draft of Claws' players would be conducted by 
the commissioner's office at a future date. 


DeBusschere issued a statement explaining the action of 


the ABA clubs in seeking NBA admittance as a desire to 
put the sport "on a sound, businesslike basis" after 
consideration of the motives of the Nets and Nuggets. 


"On Sept. 24, 1975, the New York and Denver clubs of this 


league made application to the NBA," said DeBusschere. 


"As I have stated before, this move was without the 
knowledge of myself or the other clubs of the league. 


"On Oct. 9 and 10, all 10 clubs of the ABA held a special 


meeting to consider the action taken by New York and 
Denver. At this meeting New York and Denver presented 


* the reasons for their action and this resulted in all of our 


clubs taking a hard look and full analysis of the business 
of professional basketball, its direction and the serious 
problems faced by the ownership of a professional sports 
enterprise. 


"As a result of this meeting, it was determined that in 


an area of serious financial problems, both in sports and 
in our economy in general, the most sensible approach is 
to put professional basketball on a sound businesslike basis 
which will, in the long run, benefit everyone; most im- 
portantly, the fans who are currently deprived of seeing the 
best basketball talent in competition against one another. 


"To this end, we, as the younger league, historically less 


wedded to ideas of the past, have taken the initiative in this 
regard by having all of our teams petition to join the NBA." 


Larry Fleisher, executive director of the NBA Players 


Association, said he would be "willing to listen" to the NBA 
or ABA regarding a merger, but he was suspicious of the 
motives behind the move.

Student to Share Memories of Summer Abroad 


In the spring of 1974, for th<> first time in many years, a 


Kingston Chapter of A.F.S. (American Field Service Interna- 
tional Scholarships) came into being. 


The goals of the A.F.S., the largest and best known student 


exchange program in the world, are to promote peace among 
pepple of the world. 


And last fall the Kingston chapter sponsored an A.F.S. 


student from Austria—Klaus Eisterer—who presented various 
programs about his native land to service clubs and educational 
groups in the Kingston community. 


Even before Klaus Eisterer returned to Austria in June this 


year, a Kingston High School senior—Luisa Granitto of St. 
Remy—was selected to represent the Kingston chapter abroad 
for "the summer.

•Following two days of orientation at C. W. Post College in 


Long Island with approximately 175 students headed for 
Germany, France as well as Italy, the St. Remy selectee flew 
out of John F. Kennedy to Paris on June 26. 


From Paris, she proceeded by bus with 80 other A.F.S. 


students to Russelsheim, near Frankfurt, and four more 
intensive days of orientation with emphasis placed on German 
lifestyles and the basic language. 


Luisa Granitto on July 2 arrived at Mainz-Am-Rhein where 


she proceeded to spend six delightful weeks with the Treble 
family. 


And Luisa's own words tell how perfect everything was for 


this young Ulster County resident in a strange land. 


"The family stituation was perfect. I became close to each 


member of the family." 


While in Mainz, Luisa attended school with her host sister 


and visited the Rhine Valley, Frankfurt and Heidelberg in 
Germany as well as Colmar in Alsace, France. The beauty of 
the Alsatian countryside and medieval villages impressed the 
KHS senior, marking another highlight of her long stay. 


During the last week of August, Luisa and approximately 180 


A.F.S. students spending the summer in Germany, were guests 
of various German families in Bremen. 


Luisa, now back in this country, arriving here Aug. 31, is 


attending classes at State University College of New York in 
Albany. 


But her fond memories of this great summer overseas still 


linger and Luisa plans to share her experiences with slides and 
talks to members of the Kingston Chapter, A.F.S. as well as 
the A.F.S. Student Club as Kingston High School.

Embezzled 
To Cover 
Fund Swap 


NEWARK, N.J. (UPI) - A 


former bank vice president 
from Brooklyn has pleaded 
guilty in federal court here to 
charges he embezzled more 
than $31,000 in bank funds to 
cover his use of a woman's 
funds as collateral for a per- 
sonal loan. 


The defendant, Joseph J. 


Durante, 37, entered the plea 
Monday. The former vice pres- 
ident of Midland Bank and 
Trust Co. of Paramus ad- 
mitted misapplying the bank's 
funds. 


Assistant U.S. Attorney 


Thomas 
M a l o n e y said 


Durante used $31,340.02 of 
Midland's money to repay a 
woman identified only as Con- 
nie Pollio. 


Maloney said Durante, while 


working for the United Ameri- 
cas Banks of Brooklyn, had 
taken $31,000 from the wom- 
an, who asked that the funds 
be invested in short term fed- 
eral Treasury notes. 


But Maloney said the 


woman's funds were used by 
Durante as collateral for a 
bank loan. 


When the woman demanded 


her money and interest from 
the non-existent Treasury 
notes, Maloney said, Durante 
used the Midland funds to 
repay the woman. 


"I am not at liberty to tell 


you their names, but they are 
all nationally known," he said. 


The attorney also said he 


spent five hours talking to 
Miss Hearst Sunday and still 
felt she was not competent to 
aide in her own defense and 
that he thought the one-time 
fugitive "smoked too much." 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


The Civil Service Employees 
Association (CSEA) plans to 
fight a Public Employment 
Relations Board (PERB) de- 
cision that a labor federation 
has the right to an election to 
become the bargaining agent 
for 39,000 state workers. 


The CSEA, jealously guard- 


ing its territory as labor repre- 
sentative for 147,000 state 
workers, announced Monday it 
would appeal the PERB de- 
cision and asked for a hearing 
Friday before the three-mem- 
ber board. 


The so-called Public Em- 


ployees Federation (PERB) in- 
itiated a challenge to represent 
workers in the Professional, 
Scientific and Technical Unit. 
The PEF was unable to mount 
a challenge of the CSEA in the 
29,000-member administative 
employes unit. 


A spokesman for the CSEA 


said the decision to grant the 
election was being challenged 
because PERB, "by its own 
admission," had not verified 
"a substantial showing of in- 
terest" by employes wanting 
to change unions. 


PERB rules require at least 


30 percent of the employes in 
a bargaining unit to sign cards 
requesting a union election. 


The PEF at the end of 


August filed 22,000 signitures, 
but the CSEA claimed that 
about half had been ruled in- 
valid. 


The PEF is a coalition 


originally made up of four 
AFL-CIO unions — the New 
York State United Teachers, 
the state Building Trades 
Council, Laborers Interna- 
tional and Service Employees 
International — and Local 237 
of the Teamsters Union. 


However, since the request 


for the bargaining unit election 
was filed, all but the United 


Teachers and Sen-ice Employ- 
ees have unofficially dropped 
out of the federation. 


The parties involved were 


notified Friday of the PERB 
decision granting the elect inn 


in a letter from Paul Klein, the 
board's director of representa- 
tion. 


Progress Scant in Talks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Striking pressmen and the 
Washington Post are no closer 
to reaching an agreement than 
they were when the 21-day-old 
strike began, a federal medi- 
ator said Monday. 


The latest attempt at reach- 


ing a compromise failed after 
four hours of bargaining Mon- 
day. Mediator Kenneth Mof- 
fatt said, "No progress has 
been made. 


"If anything, the position of 


the parties has hardened,"

The current 
eligibility law provides exemp- 
tion for seniors earning less 
lhan $6,000 per year. 


The proposed new law would 


increase the income eligibility 
amount to $6,500 making sen- 
ior citizens eligible for 50 
percent exemption of assessed 
valuation, if his or her earn- 
ings are less than S6.500.

of Plattekill, chairman of the 
Legislature's Program for the 
Aging Committeee said those 
wishking to speak should have

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WASHINGTON (UP1) 


The United States and the 
Soviet Union have signed a 
five-year agreement providing 
for more stable Russian 
purchases of U.S. wheat and 
corn. They still are negotiating 
a deal for American purchase 
of Russian oil. 


President 
Ford announced 


the grain agreement Monday. 
He immediately lifted an em- 
bargo on U.S. grain sales to the 
Soviet Union that had been in 
effect since August. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl 


Butz said the effect on food 
prices in America would be 
minimal. 


The embargo on Soviet grain 


sales was imposed in August 


U.S., Soviets Sign Five-Year Grain Pact 


after the Russians had 
purchased 9.8 million tons of 
American wheat and corn. 
Ford's decision to seek a long- 
term agreement, announced 
Sept. 11, convinced the AFL- 
CIO longshoremen to suspend 
a boycott against loading the 
Soviet-bought grain onto 
ships. 


The 
longshoremen feared 


the sales would hike domestic 
food prices as happened after 
large Soviet grain purchases in 
1972. 


The two countries also are 


trying to work out details of a 
five-year proposal for U.S. 
purchases of Soviet oil. Ad- 
ministration officials said 
price is the main problem. 


Federal Energy Adminis- 


trator Frank Zarb said the 
United States wants the oil at 
"favorable prices" — presum- 
ably below the going world 
rate. 


The grain agreement, nego- 


tiated in Moscow, provides for 
a minimum annual 
Soviet 


purchase of six million tons of 
corn and wheat over five years 
starting Oct. 1,1976. Ford said 
it represents SI billion in an- 
nual export revenues. 


The pact allows the Russians 


to buy an additional two mil- 
lion tons a year if they want 
and 
provides 
an 
"escape 


clause" for the United States 
should U.S. crop production 


fall short of need. 


Ford released a "letter of 


intent" to the Russians which 
says negotiations will resume 
this 
month 
for American 


purchase of 200,000 barrels a 
day of Soviet crude oil and 
petroleum products. 


Zarb said 200,000 barrels of 


oil a day is not a "significant" 
amount, but any effort to es- 
tablish a new source of fuel 
supplies is important. 


U.S. purchases of Soviet oil 


in the past were considerably 


less than 200,000 barrels a day, 
he said. - 


Zarb said the oil and grain 


deals were "not a swap" and 
that the letter of intent is 
"certainly not a final agree- 


ment" but only an under- 
standing to talk over details. 


He said "there is a possi- 


bility" the oil pact may never 
materialize. 


Butz said the Russians will 


be free to purchase grain from 
the current crop and estimated 
they may buy as much as 
seven million additional tons 
before the agreement takes ef- 
fect. 


He said the U.S. crop is large 


enough to accommodate the 
additional sales and the effect 
on food prices would be "negli- 
gible". 


AFL-CIO President George 


Meany said Monday the long- 
shoremen were pleased with 
the agreement and that their 


boycott "has been terminated. 


"This is good news for Amer- 


ican consumers and farmers," 
Meany said. "We believe that 
it will'eliminate the possibility 
of future 'great grain rob- 
beries,' minimize the infla- 
tionary impact of grain sales 
on American consumers and 
bring stability to the American 
farmer."

They said 
Kissinger also was meeting 
with Mao's lieutenants in the 
third session of his current 
five-day Peking

began Sunday night. 


It was only the third time 


Kissinger had met Mao in 
eight journeys to Peking. 


The Mao meeting indicated 


that despite Chinese opposi- 
tion to U.S. detente policies 
with Russia, Peking still held 
in high esteem the relationship 
with the United States that 
began with Kissinger's first 
and secret mission to China in 
1971. 


There had been concern a 


combination of 
antidetente 


feeling plus a question of the 
ability of Washington to in- 
fluence world affairs — 


because of troubles between 
the Ford administration and 
Congress — had caused a dip 
in American prestige in China. 


Kissinger's 
meeting 
with 


Mao also indicated that Ford, 
when he arrives in China 
shortly 
after Thanksgiving, 


will also see the chairman.
